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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 6/23/06 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues (6/23/06 Remarks: page 4, line 15 - page 
5, line 7) that Examiner fails to establish that Hitachi 
inherently (i.e. necessarily flows from the teachings of the 
prior art) compares first and second parameters, and that 
Examiner bases this conclusion of a "hypothetical" postulation. 

However, Examiner notes that the two parameters read upon 
the claim language are a parameter indicating the number of 
pages which, when exceeded, will trigger a display of a 
"maintenance warning" message and a parameter indicating a 
number of pages printed by the device. For the device to 
function as described (i.e. for a "maintenance warning" message 
to be triggered when a number of pages printed exceeds a given 
quantity) , a comparison of the quantity of pages at which this 
trigger occurs and the quantity of pages that have actually been 
printed is clearly necessary. 

Applicant argues (6/23/06 Remarks: page 5, line 8 - page 6, 
line 9) that Hitachi does not disclose or suggest comparing 
first and second parameters at the location which is remote from 
the image forming apparatus , insofar as Applicant characterizes 
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Hitachi as disclosing the receipt and use of diagnostics and not 
the remote generation of diagnostics. 

However, the described operation of the Hitachi device 
(e.g. "Device Control Via the Internet", w i -manage: Remote 
Device Management", and the "remote diagnostics" function under 
w i- service : More Machine Uptime") indicates that the maintenance 
control functions (such as the generation of maintenance 
warnings) are performed remotely.
